Heap oF Canon, Homatuco River, 
Bute Ixuet, July 6, 1872. 

Mr. Smith's return-ng to Victoria gives me 
an oppottunity of inf & you of the pro~ 
soas sande by party WH We lett Ksquimalt 
harbor on board H. M.S, Scout at 2 a.m., 
June 15th; thea proceeded to Burrard Inlet 
whete-we took oa board Governor Tratch, 
and proceeded on our voyage until 4 p.m., 
when we auebored in Pender Harbor, Jervis 


Inlet, and where the screw was hoisted, the: 


lead line, baving got foul of it. June 16th 
being Subday, we did not sail until after 
worning service, which was over about 11 
a.m. In the atterneon took on board an 
Indian interpreter at a Mission on the coast, 
and in the evening about 8:30 p.m. anchored 
in Gorge Inlet, the vessel going through a 
narrow pastoge very little wider than itself, 
“Whe arm projectivg over the rocks at 
oor Tae aod the precipice appearing to over- 
bang the ship op the other. 

June 17th, sailed at daylight, and at about 
Moa.ms neat the mouth of the Inlet, were 
overtaken by, the Boxer, and were all trans- 
ferred’ on board of ber, when proceeded to 
the Inlet, whilst the Scout: returned to the 
Mission which we bad passed the preceding 
day,’ to tell all the Indians to come ap with 
their canoes to pack our provisions up the 
fiver. “The Boxer; after leaving the Y party 

“at the mouth of the lulet, steamed up to the 
Head, and tried to egter the river, but it being 
ebb tide, there was not sufficient water on 
the bar, so sbe anchored outside at 8 p.m, 

June’ 18th, landed men (and provisions) 
who bad spent a very pleasant time on board 
both ships ; bad it not been for the kinduess 
shown by the different messes, both officers 
and men} we should have starved, as there 
was not half enough cooked provisions pro- 
vided, therefore muny thauks to the crews cf 

‘the Scout and Boxer. We all camped at the 
mouth of the river, and on the following day, 
June 19th, the Governor, Cupt. Cator, and 
most of the officers of the Scout and Boxer 
came esbore-and were regaled with beans 
and bacon, brandy and champagne. At noon 
the W and X parties started up the river 
trail (Waddington’s); cat it, as it had be~ 


come overgrowa; returned to camp about 8 | ¢ 


p.m., growling fearfully—baving beeo worked 
so late. The Governor and Mr. Bushby had 
all the ladi brought before them, and

OCuassimication oy Cuime.—From the recent 
‘Return of the trade or occupation of the 
persons taken into custody during tbe year 
1871’’ by the London metropolitan police 
some rather suggestive figures may be ex 
tracted. Awmiong the culprits there were, for 
simple larceny, 105 shoemakers, 100 snilors, 
95 painters, 84 carpenters, 69 smiths, 60 
tailors, 49 brichlayers, 44 soldiers, aud 7 
butebers; tor common assaults, 164 sailore, 
140 shoemakers, 129 tailors, 427 curpenters, 
120 bricklayers, 113. smiths, 102 painters, 35 
batchers, and 37 soldiers; for being dronk, 
or drunk and disorderly, 337 carpenters, 333 
tailors, 300 sailors, 286 painters, 250 shoe~ 
mukers, 178 bricklayers, 177 smiths, 95 but- 
chers, aud 16 soldiers. It would seem from 
these figures that soldiers are an exception 
to the rule that the propensity to violence 
exceeds the propensity to dishonesty; that 
they are also an- exception to the rule that 
the propensity to drunkenness exceeds either 
of the other two; and that if sailors are to 
rank as highly as soldiers in honesty, the 
former must be moré than twice as numerous; 
if. in- abstention from violence, more than 
four times as numerous; and if in sobriety, 
more than eighteen times as numerous.

Want or a Hanson Masrer.—lIt has lately 
been brought to our notice that on several 
occasions within the past month, the services 


of a Harbor Master bave been much required, 
and instances are not wanting almost every 
day, and sometimes drequently during the 
day when the presence of an officer invested 
with authority would be of much value. We 
will cite one ciicumstance that occurred oo 
the eve of the intended departure of the mail 
steamer on her last trip to San Francisco,

The San Juan Boundary Question 
and the Prussian Arbitration. 


[Prom the New York Herald.] 

The British Ambassador in Ber!in hag pre- 
sented the answer of the Queen’s Govern= 
went to the American case in the San Juan 
boundary question to His Majesty Emperor 
William. This action ofthe St James Uab 
inet was taken quiet unexpectedly, but cor 
rectly as pried fo iu the Treacy of Wasgbh- 
ington. The United States Mivister in Ger- 
many was not unprepared. The American 
replication to the English state paper id 
already in the hends of the Prussian mon- 
arch. The Emperor was promps, as is bis 
wont, for the discharge of a friendly duty. 
He announced that his decision is ready, 
and that he wi'l deliver it as soon as both 
parties request him to do so. -This is really 
excelient work on the part of the venerabie 
gentleman who administers the affairs of the 
consolidated nation with such bappy econo~ 
mic consequences. It should be adopted as 
a most useful precedent by the Geneva arb:- 
trations in the A abama Claims case.

It bas been ‘hanging 
by the eyelids’’ tor altogether too long a time, 
being one of those international questions of 
boundaries liabie at any moment to be sprung 
upon the two ciaiming parties by any overt 
act of individuals. _ It showld never ‘have 
been a question at all, longer than was neces- 
sary after thet reaty, to ran the lines and 
establish the boundary monuments. We do 
not 6 ¢ why it is not easy to be exact and di - 
finite in such matters as in the survey aid 
location of a section of land in a new coun- 
uy. Years ago the Northea:tern boundary 
question came near involving the two cods—
